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> The receipt is acknowledged of your letter of April 23, 
1934 in whic£ the Division refers to the desirability of establishing- 
confidential under world cont acts to be used as circumstances may re- 
quire. I certainly concur in the opinion expressed with respect to 
this matter and believe that this will be one of the most efficacious 
methods of obtaining information concerning underworld characters and 
gangsters, and I believe that the matter should be pursued vigorously.

It is my opinion that as the nanes of individuals are ob- 
tained who can be considered as confidential informants with respect to 
underworld activities, that the background of such individual be obtained 
and stated, as briefly as possible, on a card bearing his nane, such 
background to include the particular field of activity in which this 
character can obtain information,’ the names of the criminals with whom 
he consorts or has consorted, the number of^-times he has been in the 
penitentiary, if any, and where and on what charged, and such other and 
further pertinent data as is possible to obtain concerning him. 


Experience has shown that seme particular informant possibly 
has been dealing with one specific police officer in a given town for a 
number of years, and that it is, on occasions, highly undesirable to 
effect a contact with him througi any other individual. Where the coopera- 
tion of reliable police officers who have valuable contacts can be obtained, 
I think it should be done, and if it appears that an effort to develop thi? 
particular informant by the Division could not be effected very readily, % 
that we should utilize these sources. 


Where sources of information bf this kind are available, I think 
it should be indicated on the card bearing the nane of the informant the 
•jpolice, officer through whan he can be contacted. I do not mean to imply by 
these statements that we should subordinate the Division or depend entire- 
ly upon police officers for our sources of informationvor our contacts with 
informants who have access to the underworld, but I state these exceptions 
for I know that they exist. » » * 
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Experience also has shown that there are sane informants who 
do not desire and on occasions will not divulge information concerning 
their associates or manbers of the underworld to but one specific person. 

I believe that in Instances of this kind, the name of the particular 
agent or employee of the Division concerning whom a given informant will 
discuss matters freely should be indicated. Of course, in such instances, 
every effort should be made to bring about circumstances There such infor- 
mants will be available to more than one employee. 


Special Agent E. M. Black of this office has indicated to me 
that perhaps it might be advisable to maintain in each field office a 
separate~/ca rd index system for^ nfonnants who have access to the under- 
world; that is to say, separate and apart* from the conventional source of 
information box now maintained in every Division office. I submit this to 
the Division for its consideration. 

As the Division is aware, and as perhaps all Special Agents in 
Charge know, there are in every 'city of any size women who now are engaged 
or have in the past been engaged in the operation of bawdy houses and 
houses of prostitution, and who have a wide acquaintance in the underworld. 
What I am about to indicate perhaps may be considered as ancient and out- 
moded, but I believe it shpuld be considered. These madams or proprietress- 
es of the houses of the character hitherto mentioned are frequently called 
by gangsters or mobsters who ccme in from another city for the purpose of 
obtaining the names and addresses of places of entertainment, and are re- 
quested to furnish women companions for the entertainment of the visiting 
gangsters. I consider that such sources of information, if properly 
developed, could be very valuable. I submit this for the Division’s con- 
sideration. 


The suggestion contained in Division letter referred to that 
contacts of value might be developed among bookmakers and racetrack employees 
is a good one, and I think should be developed. 

X have before me your letter of April 87, 1934, in which you 
instruct that a survey be made of the district covered by this office.wilh 
the view to obtaining the names of young men connected with law enforcement 
work who might be considered as good material for appointment to Special 
Agents in the Division. I believe that young men of the character described 
will in their respective localities possess valuable sources of information 
and that every effort should be made to obtain them. 

Instructions have been issued to every Special Agent of this 
office to put forth extra efforts to obtain the names of individuals who

might have access to the underworld and who can be developed into reliable 
sources of information. 

It has occurred to me that perhaps every Special Agent of this 
Division is acquainted with persons in the locality in which he has made 
his home who would be valuable sources of information to the Division, but 
has never submitted than. Illustrative of what I mean: Special Agent 

John Doe whose home is in Portland, Oregon, but who is now assigned to the 
Boston, Massachusetts office, may know of persons in Portland who could be 
developed into sources of confidential information with respect to the 
underworld. I submit this for the Division’s consideration. 

The instructions contained in your letter with respect to these 
matters will be given my personal and careful consideration, and develop- 
ments in respect thereto will be reported to the Division*

At times the request 
is placed practically upon the Agent's honor that he will not divulge the 
name of his informant to anyone, Xt is very hard to break this sort of a 
premise. Again, these underworld informants as a rule are worthless to 
anyone except the Agent who has in some way secured their confidence or to 
whom they are under obligation. I have persons from whom I can secure 
Information, who, under no circumstances, would tell anybody else; such 
is also the case with agents Costello and Byyejq. One iafoment of Agent 
Bryon, as hs tells me, would be so much offended if somebody else was sent 
v afcl _? y ■ 1 * * * * & 8 eiLfe Eryon that he would probably accompany the Agent to some 
place where it was safe and the Agent would not return. In addition 
it makes the underworld informant suspicious if anybody ©lee approaches 
him and he wonders hew ouch the Agtht he was friendly with has divulged 
as to his connection with giving information.

Considerable delay in furnishing this information was 
occasioned by the search of all available sources of this informa- 
tion in the Kansas City Office and correspondence with Special Agents 
in Charge of the San Francisco, San Antonio and Oklahoma City Offices, 
in order to assemble complete data relative to informants employed in 
the Kansas City territory in connection with various investigations 
here. Thera has been no central source of this information maintained 
in the Kansas City Files heretofore.

It is found from a review of’ the blue slips rendered by 
various agents in this office in expense accounts showing confidential 
items paid for the period in question, and from the review of other 
sources, that the following confidential informants have been so 
employed since January 1, 1932 in the Kansas City territory:

Acknowledging receipt of, and replying to, your personal 
and confidential letter of 'April 23, 1934, in regard to underworld

I would respectfully add, as this letter asks for suggestions, 
that the Agent making a contact with underworld characters be not compelled 
to list the name of his contact unless it is in some material sense 
necessary* I have found that almost invariably the question is asked of 
any of us, “Will my name be put in what you write?” At times the request 
is placed practically upon the Agent’s honor that -he will not divulge the 
name of his informant to anyone. It is very hard to break this sort of a 
promise. Again, these underworld informants as a rule are worthless to 
anyone except the Agent who has in some way secured their confidence or to 
whom they are under obligation. I have persons from whom I can secure 
information, who, under no circumstances, would tell anybody else; such 
is also the case with Agents Costello and Bryon. One informant of Agent 
Bryon, as he tells me, would be so much offended if somebody else was sent 
to him by Agent Bryon that he would probably accompany the Agent to some 
place where it was safe and the Agent would not return. In addition, 
it makes the underworld informant suspicious if anybody else approaches 
him and he wonders how much the Agent he was friendly with has divulged 
as to his connection with giving information. 


I would appreciate a letter from the Director advising how 
far this may be carried without objection by the Division. The 
information secured by an Agent from an underworld informant, who will 
talk to no one else, is good only so far as the information goes and the 
entering of the name of the informant can, to my mind, serve no good 
purpose to anyone else, as the contact could not be carried on except 
through the Agent having the confidence of the undA rw o rld^ xfuiiiianl;

In keeping with your suggestion that extreme caution be used 
in obtaining the release of this prisoner, it was deemed advisable to

I am in receipt of your letter of May 16, 1934, regard- 
ing the services ofVconfidential informants as an aid in conduct- 
ing investigations, and I am inclined to believe that there is a 
possibility that some of the statements contained in my letter of 
May 12, 1934, may not have been sufficiently explicit.

Primari ly, I might state that I hold no particular brief 

He is a dangerous criminal and the best place for • 
him is behind penitentiary walls. On the other hand, he and his 
ilk are in a position to aid us materially in the solution of major 
crimes should they see fit. This is particularly true in view of 
the recent legislation charging this Division with investigation of 
robberies of National Banks and members of the Federal Reserve System. 
Due to my experience in the handling of major crimes and my knowledge 
of the operations of police officers who have been successful in 
their efforts to cope with the 'hardened criminal element, I am in- 
clined to believe that the use of an informant of this character is 
indispensable.

Insofar as[ 


] himself is concerned, it was not 


my intention to pass on the particular merits of his case. I merely 
intended to use him as an example. He had been the most valuable in- 
formant of this office until other prisoners at the Leavenworth 
Penitentiary became aware of his activities through outside sources. 
For instance, ThomasY/H olden » the notorious criminal, appears to 
have called to | | attention the alleged fact tha t the Chicago 

Daily limes in an early March edition set forth that | been 

questioned by Division Age nts and that a lot of valuable information 
had been secured from him. I I sometime thereafter conveyed this 
information to an Agent of this office. I became concerned and * 
shortly thereafter, while discussing other matters over long distance 
telephone with Assistant Director Harold Nathan at Oklahoma City, 
called his attention to the incident. Mr. Nathan suggested that 
I call the Chicago Office with reference thereto. In this regard 
the Divisions attention is respectfully directed to a letter from . 
the Chicago Office to this office dated April 2, 1934. - 
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In connection with my views as to whether the Department 
should withhold from local authorities information regarding viola- 
tions of the State Statutes, I cannot reconcile myself to believe 
that such is anything but highly advisable under many circumstances. 
In the event that an informant, whether confidential or otherwise, 
transmits information which involves him personally in some minor 
crime, and at the same time divulges evidence pertaining to a major 
crime of national Importance, in my mind there appears no question 
but what his usefulness should not be destroyed by adhering to a 
technical course of conduct. Under these circumstances I feel that 
the government is in a position to decline to furnish to state 
authorities the information regarding the minor crime in the interest 
of public policy. 


I wish to assure the Division that my comments regarding 
the handling of informants has been purely motivated by a desire 
to give the Division the benefit of what experience I may have had 
along those lines.

Mr. Hemil advised that he had formerly lived at Hennessey, 
Oklahoma, where he had worked for hie father-in-law Fred Herscher, and that 
he left Oklahoma for California in February, 1933. She a questioned with 
reference to his knowledge of "Pretty Boy" Floyd, he stated that Floyd former- 
ly lived at Seminole, Oklahoma, and that his brother, first name unknown, now 
resides at Seminole; that Floyd's mother, first name unknown, resides at 
Sallisaw, Oklahoma. 

- Hamil admitted that he does not know the whereabouts of Floyd, but 

stated that if be were given a position as a Special Agent in the Division 
of Investigation, U. S. Department of Justice, and permitted to go by him- 
self to Oklahoma, he believes he could find Floyd, due to his intimate knowl- 
edge of the Sallisaw, Oklahoma territory.

Reference is nado to your letter dated May 19, 1034, in which you 
request that this investigation be conducted with the idea of 
developing information concerning the activities of the llazi move- 
ment in this country, with particular ref ore nee to anti-racial and 
anti-American activities, having rny possible connection with the 
official representatives of the German Government in the United 
/tntsy# 

I assigned Special Agent J. ?• FicDevitt of this office to make tho 
investigation. He had been keeping himself informed of the progress 
of the German Nazi prior to Hitler’s becoming Chancellor of Germany 
in 1933. EicDevitt has maintained contact a in Philadelphia and has 
kept notes end a clipping book. 

iVIcDevitt T 70 S in Gemany, as you know, in. 1932, unofficially, of course. 
He states th"t he visited ten of the; larger cities while there end 
noticed that uniformed Hitler man appeared nightly in nearly all of 
the German cities and toms. On tho night of June £2, 1932, an 
enormous celebration was hold in Bremen. Agent AlcDevitt watched the 
xaen assemble, and talked v;ith one of the commissioned officers of 
^ the Hitler army, employed by the north- German Lloyd Steamship Company 

I I Bremen*. This men wee very young. ucDevitt asked him wart the 
aims end ourposes of the organization were and. he replied, M »ell, for 
on© thing, re don’t intend to pry the reparations 0 , adding that 
President Paul von Hindenburp was an honorary member of the Hczi, in 
answer to a question of lAcDevitt as to whether von Ilindonburg approved 
of Hitler’s activities. 
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KcDevitt has a largo circle of German friends in Philadelphia and is 
satisfied that the Mazi movement has a large following hero* About 
four months ago, he asked a German friend what he thought of Hitler and 
the friend’s reply was that most of the Germans in Philadelphia were 
in a quandary* 

The following is a summary of a continued story which began ..in the 
Philadelphia Record, issue of 3*24-34, entitled "Nazism, an Assault 
on Civilisation” , by Albert Brandt. Th© editor of the Philadelphia 
Record is R'r. Dovid Stern, well known No;/ York, Camden, H.J., and 
Philadelphia publisher (Jewish) and said to be a friend and adviser of 
President Roosevelt, being listed as such in "'Forty-nine Pdvisero* 1 , an 
article published in the Philadelphia Evening; Bulletin of 5-22 -3<!, by 
the Honorable Jamas IV . Gerard, formerly toe ri can Ambassador to Germany, 
(Associated Press dispatch). 


Brandt claims that active Hitler propaganda is cerried on in the United 
3tetes, with anti-Semitic ramifications, end that the Nazis operate under 
"the amiable cloak of ’The Friends of New Germany’ 11 , organized in 193o, 
when Hitler rose to power. Brandt, it appears, was active* in onnosing 
the rise of the Nazi body in Germany, ^ince coming to this country in 
1933, ho has contributed articles on the German situation to loading 
periodicals* (Agent KcDevitt’s note: I do not know Brandt’s nationality 

or leanings.. X am mentioning this because other foreign Fascisti organi- 
zations will be mentioned in this letter which might appear to be pro- 
German.} 


The Brand t Article goes on to say that the American Nazi units, like 

all other orgnnizat ions .propage ting the Nazi idea the world over, are 

controlled by the l^echtebund of Hamburg. Ur, H. Nieland, until e short 

time ago Director of the central body, was congratulated uoon his efficiency 

The Fechtebuad was founded in January of 1914, "to defend the justice of 

Germany’s cause throughout the world”. Since the Var, the letterhead 

of this organization reads, "League for the Fight Against the Treaty of 

Versailles” • This organization today is spreading Hitlerism throughout 

the world. * As early as 1925, the inner circle of the Nazi body was .

America* especially their most po/zertul constituent, the. oteubon society, 
but without much success. The article does not state whether it has been 
won over. The Division has an old file on the Dteuben Society. 



The matter of winning sympathy in America was left to thousands of volunteer 
workers and, up until. 1929, the 3eeds of propaganda in America did not fell 
upon virgin soil* The titles of some of the propaganda distributed in 
the United Gtctes are: 

"Nazi Bible" 

Hitler 1 s Ely Bible" 

"Protocols of the aiders of &lon and 

Myth of the 20th Century"hy Super Nazi Alfred Hosenberg 

all distributed free, the distribution reaching enormous proportions. 

Brandt named George Stolzenfels, an automobile mechanic, as one of the 
leaders of the propagandists in this country (no address). One Manger (no 
address) undertook to organize not only parallel Nazi cells but also storm 
troops and "Brown Shirts" patterned after his German constituents. 

In 1930, a new impetus was riven the work in the United States when the Nazi 
par ty sent here well paid propagandists, Ernest Luedecke, registered repre- 
sentative of the Voolkische Beobeehter in unohington* took active charge of 
the work. He was regarded os the unofficial, ambassador of Hitler in this 
country. He sought out American Congressmen to ^spread the gospel. Brandt 
charges Congressmen McFsdden of Pennsylvania and Blanton of Texas as being 
those who, on the floor of Congress, attacked the Jews. Luedecke, however, . 
offended hia superiors and, despite his record, was recalled and placed in 
prison in Germany, 

On September 30, 1932, Dr. Midland issued a decree establishing en auxiliary 
of the Nazi party in the United States, and Heinz Spanknoebel of Detroit, 
Michigan, was made leader. Loaders wei^e designated in New York, Chicago, 
Cincinnati, Detroit, Los Angeles, Boston, and Jersey City. There are photo- 
graphs of Bpanknoebel in tho < hlledolphia file®, which can b© had if desired. 
On January 30, 1933, when Hitler acceded to power and became Chancellor, 
more money, more literature, and more mnn power were sent to the United 
states and the movement began to thrive here. On April 30, 1933, the German 
leeders ostensibly dissolved their American branch and recalled Monger. 

On May 1, 1935, the Nazis established in America the "Friends of New Germany" 
(pro-Hitler) and every member automatically became a member of the German 
Na^.i party, efforts going so for ns to spread Nazi ideas to Amer icons of 
non-German oi’igin. For this purpose, another group was formed - "The Friends 
of Germany", leaving out the word "New". Later, when GoaHknoebel disappeared 
as a result* of the Federal indictment returned against him in Hew York City 
on November 10, 1933, now being a fugitive from Justice, the German Ambassador 
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Luther in 7a*>bingt on insisted that neither ho nor the German embassy fcsd 
ever been connected nith Gpankttasbel * It is, however, e foot thrt 3pank- 
noebel visited tho legation at /eGhin/ton, U.C., and that Dr* Ihidolf 
Loitner* counselor of tho German embassy, came to New York at least ttfic© 
from Washington to confer with Ipankaoobel behind closed doors* Regardless 
of the German repudiation of tips-nknoebel, Brandt insists that the German 
Government and the Nazi party are Identical* 

ks a result of the work don© by Sponknoebel In the United iStetds in the 
United CeiBisn Societies, four component groups of tho federation of German 
Jewish Societies were forced to withdraw* At-c meeting of tho delegates 
of the United German ‘Societies, evidently held in flew York, 90$ of those 
presont voted to have Gpanknoebel apeek at the projected German Day cele- 
bration in Near York on October 29 1 1933, It was planned to fly the Nazi 
emblem, tho Swastika. On that occasion charges were nade that fake 
delegates packed the meeting* Keyor O’Brien of Nea York prohibited tho 
celebration but, on December 10, 1933, the meeting was held under the 
auspices of the !>teuben Society, turning out to be a Uaai meeting.

Press Dispatch printed in tho Philadelphia 
Inquirer, 11-11-33, Gcanknoebel was an agent of the Press© Abtheii, a press 
division of the German ministry of propaganda* and it i3, of course, known 
that the prosecutors of Bponkuoebel in Uew York wore the Bidders, editors 
of tho Goman otntts-^eitung* Brandt charges that the *Fr lands of Net? 
Germany* have organized an extensive spy system, Gvery German refugee is 
carefully watched. Their passports are scrupulously checked oitd should a 
refugee overstay hie permit, ha is denounced to tho United states Immigration 
authorities. A Hat of writers is kept rmd articles dealing with the Nazi

v/hether they approved the choice of James G. McDonald of New York as 
Commissioner of Befugeos and, at the ssme time, the League was negotiating 
with McDonald to learn whether he would accept, (^gent AoDevitt’s note: 
McDonald might bo a good contact to develop tho source of the alleged secret 
cablegrams and work of tho Nazi mong refugees, mentioned above*} 

The name of Hitler’s Secret Police is tho "Jestapo% The Philadelphia Record, 
issue of 10-26-33, states Dr, Jilliam Popche, Chairman of the Coamiittee 
from the United 'states German Societies, a Lutheran minister, suggested to 
Mayor O’Brien of New York, when the l gayor refused to permit Spanknoebel. to 
moke an address, that Dr. Xgnez T. Grlbel, a U. S. Army surgeon in the 
Medical Corps Beaerve, be substituted. It was implied at that time that 
Dr. Gribol was president of the 'Friends of New Germany". This nev7s article 
goes on to say that D. V. Vofborg, president of the German Bicycle Club in 
New York testified that 3panknoeb©l made the statement that he had enough 
stem troops armed with blackjacks ready for anyone- who tried to break up 
their moetings. 

On 12/14/33, tho Philadelphia Record published an article saying that one

Smith boosted that ho intended to join the Gorman Nazis in New York 
and is said to have held conferences with opanknoebol and to have 
corresponded with B. D. F. Jtahlheim, ho^.td of the 3teal Helmet organiza- 
tion in Mew York, said to bo directly connected with the organization 
in Germany. 

.^ith further respect to this, Agent I cDevitt has colled attention to 
his report dated 11-17-33, pngc 2, in the Sl 5 A!ffiHO's0ii file* efrnith., so . 
fnr os is known, became active in tho Nazi movement about October 30, 
1933. The Nazi organization in Philadelphia har secret agents in the 
Khaki 3hirt movement in Philadelphia observing Smith. These agents 
were reporting to j&ltor K* H. Aldinger, a druggist, 3421 Spring Garden 
Street, Philodol rtiia, local head of tha Nazi, which, at that time, was 
composed of eighty members* It was Aldingor who introduced ,&nith to 
Spanknoebel in Philadelphia. Aldingor has made a public statement to 
the press that he no longer heads the Philadelphia Nazis and that the 
local heed of tha organisation is one Ludwig Germerhauseu of Delhi 
Street near Susquehanna Avenue in Philadelphia, a machinicst* Efforts 
to locate this individual by newspaper reporters in Philadelphia were 
unsuccessful. Our confidential informant states that Aldinger is the 
head. 

’^ho n Smith was arrested in Philadelphia recently on k minor charge, a 
Gextaan named lira. Herzog, 920 North Crianne. street, Philadelphia, went 
his bail. 


It is oaid that tho leader of Nazi propaganda in the United States is 
one P. L. F. 1’lohel, General Post Office Box 25., New York City, who is 
said to be receiving mail directly from Berlin, Germany, in various 
languages, Mon trusted ones communicate -with him, they never use his 
name - merely tho box number* 


Sponknoebol , it appears, U3ed imith to distribute onti-^ommuniatic 
literature. 3o;me of this literature is entitled ’fouth Triumphant^ 
bv Viscount Hothe™csl* This literature is printed by the Fechtebund, 
30 Jungferstu*. T'etiburg 36 Oe'namy. The infomant states that nearly 



all of this literature is being sent throughout the United States in 
f ranked envelops from a member of the United States Congress. The 
literature ertolo Hitler, Germany, the Nazi, Anti -Semitist* and Anti- 
Communism. Svery batch sent out in the franked envelops contains 
one piece of American litorature. The German literature boars the 
nairte "Hermans Erben, Hamburg*. According, to the informant, a Phila- 
delphia; Nazi knatfm to him had this literature and some United States 
franked envelops In hie possession which were evidently mailed to him 
for re-moiling. J The informant states that these envelops wore sent 
out by Congressman NcFeddon, 13 th Pennsylvania District. The informant 
has not yet named the recipient, but -he will. 

The informant states that Spanknoebel canae to the United States at 
intervals and, within the past few weeks, came to Boston on a German 
freighter end brought over German propaganda; that he came to Philadel- 
phia and returned, traveling as a second mate, which is a violation of 
the lews of navigation unless ho is a navigator. 

In Philadelphia there are many German clubs, hells, singing societies, 
etc. , tfao largest of which is the Philadelphia Turngomoinde, Breed and 
Columbia Avenue. There now exists in the country the Go xrn&n- American 
Protective Alliance. The Philadelphia branch on Friday night, Il&y SB, 
1934, held a mass meeting to which all German Americans ond other 
Americans were invited. The meeting wes advertised on circulars oa 
"Against the Boycott", and prominent speakers sore scheduled to make 
addresses in Gersnsa and English, explaining the harmful effects of the 
boycott upon the United States. The national organization is knocm as 
the Doutoch^Amorlktmiacher ^irtschof tfi-Ausschus3 (D.A.l.A. )♦ The Phila- 
delohia hews oi^an ia the Philadelphia Herold, ?/hoae editor is on© 

— -filliema (first name unknovzn), who resides at about 1208 North 5th 
Street, Philadelphia, over a barber shop. All of the printing for the 
local organization is done by Gref & Breuninger, 1631-1638 Geraanto^ 
Avenue. 

Our confidential inform ent attended the above mentioned meeting at the 
Tumgcmeinde hall and learned that .the Philadelphia organization is 
co’ipoeed of American citizens. There were about 1800 people present - 
all high type. The meeting was opened by i‘*r, Rudolph Kessemeier, head 
of tho North German Lloyd Steamship Line at Philadelphia. He introduced _ 
Frederick Gartner, prominent Philadelphia lawyer and former official herd 
of the United Geinmen Gociotieo in Philadelphia, There was present a 
company of shock troops in uniform, including about 50 men and 16 women, 
all lens than 35 years of age. The uniform worn by the men consisted 
of dark gray riding breeches, 3am Brorne bolts, white shirt a end black 
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ties. They wore low collars an<; ell wore badges. The informant did not 
hav: an opportunity to secure one of the badges, although they could b© 
purchased for *1. He states tho men wore no caps. They all had a military 
bearing and it was rumored around the meeting hall that they had recently 
corns from Germany. During th© mooting, this troop stood at attention. 

The rjnflmn all wore insignia of some sort on their sleeves. The informant, 

asserted that these men and women never 
received their training in the United States. 


During the meeting, a telegram was prepared and sent to President Roosevelt, 
asking for the prosecution of Samuel Untermyer of Hew York* The telegram 
was read to tho audience and put to a vote and was unanimously approved. 

The vote was taken with tho Nazi Fasoieti salute - the outstretched left 
arm. Th© informant heard Kessemeier say "Show it to the Consul” and the 
telegram was shown to e man seated in the audience, but no one said who 
tho Consul was or where he was from. The informant stated that the man to 
whom the telegram was shown was about 5 f 8”, about 50 years of ago, with 
dark hair and pointed features, dressed in black and wearing a piccadilly 
collar. The name of the German consul at Philadelphia is Amo P* Mowitz, 

1420 ’/al nut Street > Philadelphia, e well known attorney in the firm of Howitz & 
Kohlhes , Guaranty Trust Building, Philadelphia, end he answers the description 
of the "Consul” who attended the meeting. The "Consul” made no speech. 

The audience was silent all during the meeting. Application cards were 
distributed, soliciting membership in the Geraan^Ame risen Economic Alliance 
and requesting interested persons to state whether they were consumers, 
retailers, importers, or exporters. Literature was distributed at the 
©eating announcing another meetings of th© "Friends of Hew G ©many’ in Phila- 
delphia during the month of June, the dates b^lng Juno 7, 14, 23, and S8. 

The meeting for Saturday, Juno 23, la to he hold at 8.S0 p.m. at Liedertofel- 
Sangerbundes Ball, 46, 47, end 49, North 6th Street, Philadelphia, Post Office 
Box 291. Another whs scheduled for Saturday morning, Hay 26, general admission 
thirty cents. Some of the literature bears the insignia of the above mentioned 
D /.7.A.. which is a circle with the Qerman spread eagle and, underneath, the 
initials *».A.N.A.% announcing that the Philadelph^ftiggoup is e member. 

Other circulars bear the emblem of the Nazi SWastikJpr inted upon the latter 
circular is what appears to be a quotation signed by "Aaolph Hitler . 

Specimens of the above literature will be found attached to this letter. 

One Henry or Harry Spier, Secretary of the D.A.W.A., addressed the meeting 
in English, pointing out the ill effects of such a boycott. He declared that

America buys from Germany* During the course of th ? meeting, Henry Spier

Tiie informant had. a talk with some of those present and was told that the 
only denar tee nt store with which the Geman people in Philadelphia will 
deal ia Jtrawbridge & Clothier's.

Agent KcPevltt interviewed Philadelphia City Detective Jacob Ooraboro (Jewish), 
in charge of radical activities. Ho stated that ho has be^n making no 
investigation concerning the Nazis, and knoive nothing about tho Socialist 
party. Horv over, he showed the Philadelphia cii'cular to David Felix, well 
known Jewish attorney, end, according to Gomboro, the most active individual 
in the Socialist party in Philadelphia. Felix informed Gomboro that he 
would take the responsibility for the distribution of that circular at the 
above nesting. The stamp of the Socialist party appear?; on it - "808 Locust 
Street, Philadelphia".

Our file on the Khaki Shirts reflects that Smith, while 
in Philadelphia, was corresponding with the Khaki Shirts in Havana, Cuba. 

It might be well to give this some consideration in view of the attemoted 
murder of the American Ambassador to Cuba recently. 

On 5/28/34, the informant reported that on Saturday and Sunday , Key 19 end 
20, 1934, the German American Federation Clubs of Pennsylvania of which 
Gartner , above mentioned, is the head, held a convention in Cerent on, Ps. , 
the object of which waa to advance the cause of boycotting the boycotter. 

At that convention, it was agreed that signs were to bo made up with the 
D.A.7.A, insignia nnd that these signs wore to be displayed in the windows 
of merchants sympathetic with the German cause. It is said that the list 
will be sent to every German and German- American club in. Pennsylvania end 
tho members will distribute them. The informant feels that he can get copies

On Saturday night, Hoy 26, 1054, the informant went to the Uedertafel Hall, 
above mentioned, but found that tho meeting was being conducted in German.

I w e withdrew all officers from the vicinity and the onlyof fleers 
k nd the Senior Dilllngor saw were Agent Gorashty and myself. 

We were satisfied of the sincerity of Cur informant and also we still 
had the situation covered through our Agents who were concealed in the 
v.icinity* This did not consume more than one half hour, that is, the 
time we were in the vicln|$y, The Police were not advised os to the 
source of our information and did not ask to be advised. We advised 
them there had been a confusion of signals. The Police through Mr. 
Morrissey, the Chief, departed with the advloe that they would be avails 
able at any time during the fall twenty four hours of the day at any 
time we aBked and without question as to Just what we had. This was 
Also confirmed to me personally by Mayor Sullivan of Indianapolis. 

These officers are all experienced pp&lo® off leers and mil equipped 
with machine guns, etc, and a squad car with bullet proof glass. 


On the evening of this date the May 1, 1934 edition of 
the Indianapolis Star carried a story that the horns ofJoho M. Dil- 
Mnger. his barns and outhouses had been raided by the Government 
Agents and the Indianapolis police, that the State Police had not taken 
part in thie. Which latter may be soipe indication as to where the 
story came from. This .story was based on misinformation as it will be 
noted that we did not even so sranh as enter the ydSd of the hone of 
Mr. Dillinger. We have since interviewed Sr. Dillinger and he has given 
us what is supposedly the full details of John's visit to his place and 
I believe he is telling the truth and I believe that we have hie good 
will although not much can be expected from him in the way of turning 
up his son, a possible natural reaction on hlspart. He says that Mr. 
Feeney talked with him ae to this and he only told him what he believed 
he knew from a previous quoted statement to the papers as to John being 
at the house for ft short time on Sunday, April 8, 1934. 


On the morning of May 1, 1934 Mr. A1 0. Feeney, Safety 
Director of Indiana called me ae to this and X advised him when he seemed 
annoyed that we had not taken him in on the raid that the newspaper ac- 
count of the situation was inaccurate} that the situation was one where 
we had to act in an emergency and took the quickest action we could} that 
we did not have in mind to slight him in this} that the situation as to 
where the Information came from, thatie* as to whether it came from us or 
from the Indianapolis Felice could not very well be disclosed} that we had 
in mind to call him should a situation arise where we knew the location 
of Dillinger we would call upon him as needed with such others as would 
be necessary and that we believed that we would receive his utmost co- 
operation* Mr, Feeney apparently was satisfied and we ended our contact 
very cordially. 


to the evening of April 30, 1934 when this publicity ap- 
peared X called the Division in order that you would be advised should 
any inquiry be made as to what had taken paiiSel. 
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After my talk v/ith Sr. Feeney Mr, Hatt Leach head' of the Indiana 
State Police was quoted In an interview apparently given bs$Sf«i(-I' had 
talked with Sr. Feeney to the effect _4h4ty, the reaeon the State Police 
were not taken in on the raid was that the Department of Jostle® Agents 
motivated by petty Jealousy; that we wished to get all the credit) 
that we had failed to cooperate on this raid and other sorties; that he 
had also been tipped that John was at the home of hie father (he having 
in mind apparently a false report that some woman in the vicinity of the 
fathers home had given the tip that John was home); that when his men 
arrived on the soene all they found watje. .Police and Fd&apal Agents; that 
if the Department of Justice Agents continued to send roving hands of 
heavily armed Agents throught out the country without informing the State 
Police and local police of the jurisdiction somebody ie going to get hurt; 
that sometime sitlaens. alarmed and mistaking Agents for Songsters will 
e end for State or local polios and two or three Federal Agents will be 
slain before their identity is known; that he had sent his available 
fores to the scene, officers Paul Armstrong and Hassell Coons, when he 
learned of this and called in Immediately all available reinforcements • 

On Hay % 1994 in another article he Is farther quoted as saying that 
State Police sent to Mnoresville on a report of gmvnsn there had tagged 
their quarry but it turned out to be a group of heavily armed Federal 
Agents, referring etill to the situation of April 30, 1994. 

All of the above is based on inacourste et absents. The Jndi~ 

Bjaapolis Police with us were in uniform because of the necessity of block- 
ing tk® reads. The State Police have never at any time stopped any of 
our Agents under any condition. There would have been no difficulty in 
recognising the Jndianapelle Police in full unifomn with us on the occasion 
in question. Mr. Leach couldnot have had the supposed tip in question as 
no one had this and not one as yet knows the source of same. The two local 
Officers afcHoeroBVllle know our Agents and have cooperated fully with us 
calling in many instances at three and four A. M, to give us detaileof 
Care seen etc. which information has not been f urnished by the officers to 
the State Police. The Sheriffs at Frankfort, Mnncle, Tipton and the Chief 
of Police at Kokomo, the points where moat of the real activity may develops, 
have furnished ua with the remil t» of their respective activities and also 
leads as learned by them and we have worked with thorn on these leads. They 
have not and will not furnish this information to the State Police, On 
April 7, 1934 the Sheriff at Tipton and the Chief of Police at Kokomo had 
certain Information as, to the possible location of Pearl Elliott an associ- 
ate of the Dillingar gang and they called in the State Police as wo 11 as 
cur Agents, Officer Shields of the State Police working on earn©, on this 
date and the day follov/iag while the matter ms still being checked in the 
aueence of definite developments the papers carried a story of the efforts 
of the State police in this matter at Indianapolis, the work being in the 
vicinity of Slwoed, Tipton and other points to the north of Indianapolis,

Elliott *ith tto® Bame Sheriff 8 and no 1 mention has over been made in the 
papers as to the activity at the time or since making It doubtful that 
the Sheriffs were in any way responsible for the publieityor were in any 
way the source of the story to the papers. 
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®he Indiana State Polloe as per statement of Hr. Feeney to me 
consists of fOJ$^etght men for the state. I do not tenor/ ho® they could 
assemble twenty-four men at Indianapolis in twenty, minutes , however 1 have

On May 17, 1934 I received a letter fros^ Blaine Danley, 0. s. 
Probation Officer, Memphis , Tennessee, dated May 14th. This letter from 
Danley indicates that he is in a position to obtain information as to the 
whereabouts of Cslatas and that this information is coning through another 
source, and that hie informant is filling to "put Galataq pn the spot but 
wants $1000.00 for doing so." The letter farther suggests;; that X proceed 
to Memphis and take the matter up .in person. 


Pursuant to Division authority I wired Danley that I would meet 
him in Memphis Sunday morning. May 20, 1934, and he wired me to the effect 
that the date for the meeting would he satisfactory. 


Danley was formerly an Agent in this Service. Ho has a rather 
wide acquaintance with underworld characters in Memphis and throu&iout 
Tennessee. In January, 1934 Agent H. £. Andersen and I interviewed Danley 
relative to Qalatas. Danley at that time put us in oontaot wit h an in- 
formant , | I an underworld character. I b ade 

efforts to ascertain the whereabouts of Galatea, but was unsuccessful . 
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I met Danley at his office in Memphis , Tennessee Sunday morning, 
May 20, 1934. Ho stated the Informa nt to whom he referre d in Ms letter to

the Division, not even her husband, and that oho would not have thee know 
it for anything* 


she stated that she will do all within her power to locate 
Galatea and would like to see him killed when arrested. She ate ted that 
she wanted $1000,00 to be paid her upon the apprehension of Salutes, 
should she be instrumental therein. She wanted a written contract, the 
provisions of which would guarantee her this sum, if the information 
furnished by her resulted in his apprehension. I, of course, informed 
her I wee not clothed with authority to enter into any such agreement with 
her or any other person and that it Is not, and never has been, the policy 
of the Division to enter into such written eontraots. I also told her I 
would have to make further inquiries relative to the amount involved. 
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She stated that she had received information that recently 
Galetae was la St. Louis, sad has been la sod oat of there and probably 
spends a great deal of bis time there or nearby, she stated she could 
not divulge the source of this information, but that it ie, she is 
confident , authentic. She said it would be necessary for her to stak e 
a trip to St. Louie in order to contact Kearney, with whom she ie on 
good terras, and that she would want the Division to pay her expenses 
there* She said on Sunday, May 20th, when 1 interviewed her, sho would 
not endeavor to locate Galatea unless the Division entered into a 
written contract with her. 

By long distance telephone 1 took this matter up with Kr. 
Cowley of the Division. He Informed ms the Division would not author- 
ise any written agreement with this woman, that the aura of $1000.00 
would be paid her if she furnished information which resulted in the 
looatlon and apprehension of Gelatas by Division Agents end would be 
paid only after he wadboustody. Mr. Cowley a lso stated that the Division 
would authorize the payment of the exposes o il h a st. Louie. 

On May Slat I again contacted I I and informed her 

just what the Division wculd do and that she could take it or leave it* 
She decided she would accept the Division* a terms* 

On May 22, 1934 | | left Memphis for St. Louie. I 

met her there on the morning of May 23d. Arrangements were made by me 
for contacting her there. 

I got in touch with the St. Louis office and in the absence of 
Special Agent in Charge Ladd inf ormed Mr. Years lev. the Acting Agent in 
Charge, of the negotiations with l I 

In my presence I I called the cigar store of Tom 

Kearney in St. Louie. She was informed by someone there Kearney was not 
in, but she was given a telephone number, Garfield 9504, said to be one 
of Kearney* a unlisted telephone numbers , at which she could reach him. 

She called thi s number fo r Kearney and arranged a meeting with him during 
the forenoon o j | I, of course, did not attempt to accompany her 

to meet Kearney, neither did I shadow her, I did not believe it ad- 
visable. 


During the afternoon of the same day she contacted me and eaid 
she met Kearney In his cigar store. She told him she was passing through 
St . Louis and would bo there only a day or two and daoidea to see him for 
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a few n»meuts 8 a thing she has done on previous occasions. She said she 
discussed things In general with Kearney and during the conversation

murder in the state of Tennessee who hid out for two or three years at 
Graham's place. She told me that she knew George "Machine Gun" Kelly 
when he wae peddling liquor In Memphis several years ago* She told me 
that she has never been to Graham's place but has heard a great deal of 
it* She Bteted that In view of Graham's tie-in with practically ©very- 
one in Bat chez, that any inquiries regarding him should be most discreet 
and circumspect* She stated that once sho drove through Natchez en route 
to New Orleans and called him and learned that he was out at his farm, 
where she 'phoned him and he invited her to come out, but she was unable 
to do so at the time. She stated that she is certain if she were in that 
vicinity, she could casually contact Graham without arousing his suspicion. 

I I informed me that the remark | 

mad© to her concerning Bob Graham has puzzled her considerably. She stated 
that it nay he a crafty and indirect way of Kearney's informing her where 
she can get in touch with Galatas. On the other hand, she stated that it 
may be his way of testing whether she is seeking information relative to 
Galatas for law enforcement agencies, for if Graham's place were raided or 
open inquiries made at Natchez and vicinity concerning him, it would get 
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back to Kearney and he would know it got out through her. Sho stated 
that no one suspects her of giving any Information concerning the where- 
abouts of Lou Connors, who was arrested at Lonely Acres last f all , 

She stated that she thinks Galatas knows Graham, but that if 
ho doss not he certainly knows a number of men who would arrange a 
hideout for him there, If he desired it. 

The St. Louis of fice’s investi gation of Kearney bears out that 
his method of dealing with] | in this instance is typical of 

him for he will, if possible, avoid a second contact in succession with 
some people. He has so many contacts in St, Louis, is powerful polit- 
ically end some of his dealings are so indirect, that it would be most 
difficult to shadow him. His operations are so extensive in race horse 
and gambling undertakings that to tap his telephones would be almost 
hopeless. 

I I has had a great deal of experience, is well ac- 

quainted with "big shots" and the underworld and she is clever and 
crafty. She obvious ly w a s nnyv . lafl by the word sent to her by Kearney 

relative to Graham. | |ls not broke. She owns her home, a 

new Hash automobile end from all appearances is not hard pressed 
financially. I do not believe that she tried to "chisel" a trip from 
Memphis to 3t. Louis out of the Division. X believe that she is sincere 
in wanting to see Galatas caught.

There Is 
considerable danger of adverse criticism in relying solely, 
or almost entirely, upon confidential informants or confidential 
Information received from antl-Sazi organisations, as has 
apparently been done heretofore. The report of Agent Starr 
contains, seemingly, extremely Httle in formation which was 
the result of direct Investigative Inquiry or received from 
directly responsible confidential informants. Special Agent 
Harr appears to have reviewed the file* of those who have 
made investigations Into Sasi propaganda la the past, but very 
little appears to have been don* to this date of an Investiga- 
tive character, by the Bew York Office. 

The Division desires that you give this matter ^ 

year personal attention, submitting detailed weakly reports ^

The Division is rn receipt of your con xmioZflOtr^ 
of June 4, 1954, relative toyijazi movements in the United States, 
There seems to he very little first hand information reflected 
therein, and in view of the importance of this investigation 
the Division desires that you give it your personal attention, 
rather than entrusting its conduct to Special vAgent HcDevitt# 

The greater part of hou/’ communication appears to reflect 
reviews of articles appearing in various newspapers or elsewhere, 
-These .may be of some interest, but the desire of the Division 
is that direct information be secured whenever possible. Direct 
information can only be secured, it is understood, through the 
employment of reliable confidential informants. In this 
connection your attention is invited to the somewhat vague 
information furnished by the informant mentioned in your 
communication. Frankly, the Division is uncertain as to the 
amount of credence to be placed in this informant. Apparently 
he does not understand German, as he reported a mooting, 
specified in your report, from the outside of said meeting 
rather than from the inside. 


The Division suggests, if at all possible, that a 
capable person be located to furnish reliable specific informa- 
tion concerning the Hazi movement in Fhiladelphia and vieraity. 

It is also desired to point out that the information primarily 
desired in connection with Kazi activities is the extent, if any, 
of ps^rtici nation in those activiti s by representatives, local 
or otherwise, of the Goman government. Investigative inquiries 
should be directed primarily to securing information of this ty:o.

The Division is in receipt of the report of Special 
Agent McLaughlin of the Chicago Office, dated June 7, 1934, in 
the matter of the/Nazi movement in America. This report 
contains practically no information secured hy the Chicago 
Office through direct investigativ e activity. I t does summarize 
at some leng th repo rts made by one I l and transmits 

summaries fry I | of investigations made by him. 

The Division desires that active steps be taken to 
secure, through confidential informants, information along the 
lines indicated by it in its letter of May 19th, The Division 
also notes that practically no effort has been made to develop 
information possibly possessing elements of importance in the 
enclosures transmitted to the Division. The principal object of 
any investigation of this kind is to determine whether German 
official governmental representatives, either in Germany or in 
this country, are engaged in Nazi propaganda work. Investigative 
activity should be concentrated along these lines. 

In the matter of information transmitted with the. 

Chicago Division Office report to which apparently no investiga- 
tive attention has been paid, it might be pointed out that statements 
to the effect that the Consul and the Vice-Consul at Chicago have 
attended meetings of Nazi organizations are made therein* Any 
information along these lines would be extremely important, but the 
information in question should be secured by investigative activity 
on the part of the Chicago Office and not from a perusal of reports 
or letters made by other individuals or organizations. Any. 
information is support of the statement contained on the third 
page of one of the enclosures transmitted to the Division, to the 
effect that one Victor von Gerhard received a letter from Dr. Mueller, 
Acting Consul General of Germany in New York, postmarked February 15, 
1934, indicating that Reinhold, who claimed to be in charge of the 
German Intelligence Unit* was known to the Acting Consul, would 
be^extremely valuable. It is noted that it is stated in this

Late in the summer of 1933 I beeame aware of t he activities 
in California of an organization known as the)« ! Silver Shirts." 

Copies of the first literature which came to me, I handed to my 
\ Congressman, Mr. Charles Kramer, and other copies I sent to the 
3 President's secretary, and to your office. Since that time I have • 
wratched this organization and have long been convinced that there 
exists a very close relationship between it and the Nazi party. 

Interested in this with me was Mr. R.. Robert Carroll of Los 
Angeles, and together we were able to acquire a great deal of infor- 
mation concerning the conduct of various subversive organizations here. 
When it became apparent that the Dicksteiri Committee would conduct 
an investigation. into the Silver Shirt and Nazi activities, pressure 
was brought upon Mr.. Kramer to have Mr .lc Carroll put in charge of the 
California end of the investigation. Tmis was done early in May of 
this year and Mr. Carroll has been doing very good work. 

We have been assoc iated in other investigations in the course 
of I l and because much. of th e material which mad e 

it. possible for him to secure the appointment ! | ^ 

It was n ecessary that I act 

informally inasmuch as there was no appropriation! I 

This' I have done and we have been able to pursue a definite course 
of inquiry that is getting at the heart of the situation. 

It has been apparent to me however that the affair is entirely 
too large to be in the hands of a Congressional Committee, whose 
findings when they are made must be a matter of public record. 

The very publication of certain facts- which we know exist and which 
we expect shortly to have in the form of tangible proof, would defeat 
any future attempt on .the part of the government to stop the pernicious ' 
activities of these groups. 

I I Mr. Sackett, who 

in the absence of Mr. Dunn, local chief of the Division of Investiga- 
tion of your Department, received orders from Washington to investigat e 
these very activities. Having heard throu gh Mr. Carroll I ~ I 

| | Mr. Sackett discussed the 

situation very freely l I 

Because of the fact that I am of German extraction and can 
speak, write, read and understand German very well, I have been able 
to get into the confidence of the heads of the Nazi group here. They 
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they are concerned. With many relatives still in Germany, I have been 
able to discuss intelligently the present conditions in that country, the 
Hitler program and the Hazi movement, in a way which has won the confidence 
of their leaders. They have invited me to become a member of the group and 
I have attended their secret meetings. 

-Mr. Sackett is quite convinced that if I continue along the present 
line of inquiry I will gradually be able to have access to certain documents 
which we. believe exist, and which would permit the government to take definite 
restraining action. However within the last few days there has come from 
Washington advice to several other departments to make investigations of the 
selfsame activities. If the Secret Service Agents, the Immigration Department 
and the Department of Justice and the Congressional Committee are all to con- 
duct separate investigations of the same thing at the same time, it looks 
to me as though the agencies will be investigating each other more than the 
main issue, and the result will be a great deal of useless work which will 
make a farce of the whole matter. If half a dozen agencies are in the field, 
each with a staff of investigators, there will be as much secrecy to the 
inquiry as though it had been advertised on placards and through the newspapers. 

Another phase of my wofk which appealed very strongly to Mr. Sackett 
was the fact that I have ]/een able to maintain close contact with the Silver 
Shirt group of which Mr^Pelley is the so-called "Chief . ,f Jhe activities of 
this order were formerly centered in Asheville, N.C., but have recently been 
transferred to California. Here they intend very shortly to start the publica- 
tion of their wee kly newspaper, n Theban g e r, n and because of my reputation 
| | I have been abl e to 1 I 

| There is a federal warrant out for Mr. Pelley 
who at present Is in seclusion. Mr. Sackett agrees with me that this line 
of action on my part would develop something for the government. 

I do not feel that I could be of as great service to the Congressional 
Committee as I could to the Department of Justice. The committee has no 
authority to make raids or seizures of documents when the proper tine comes. 
$ven Mr. Carroll is handicapped because he has to constantly procure special 
O.K. ! s because he has no power other than to act as a field representative. 

I have discussed the situation several times with your good friend 
Mr. Ed. Forney of the Alcoholic Beverage Unit. Mr. Forney has known me for 
many years and is familiar with my way of working. He knows too that I 
do not imagine things and that I am inclined to be slow and cautious in order 
to avoid a false step. He agrees _.lso that the investigation should be in 
the hands of the Department of Justice as it gives every indication of being 
one of the largest inquiries of a national scope which the department has 
ever been called upon to undertake. Other investigations have involved numbers 
of lives and huge amounts of propert. This one may involve the fate of the 
nation. 
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I cannot tell you in a letter what I have been able to procure 
in the way of evidence* but I know that Mr. Sackett real izes that I 
have my hands on something genuine and highly important. I \ 1 

| he was sending a report to Washington (whether to Mr. Hoover or to 
your office direct I do not know) in which he would ask 'that the inves- 
tigation be placed directly in the hands of his department with 
instructions to the other departments to. give full co-operation when 
called upon. He said that he would also make a recommendation that my 
services be engaged by the department. 

Knowing that sooner or later this matter would come to your 
attention, I have undertaken to lay these facts before you. If I can 
be of service to your department you know how sincere would be my 
efforts to give you the best that I have in me. However Mr. Sackett 
and I have agreed that my appointment would have to be anonymous to avoid any 
possible leak. There is evidence that even in high places in the government 
service are men connected with these subversive organizations and leaks 
do occur. If I am to do good work for you there must at no time be 
proof in existence that I am in the service of the department. 

Therefore you will understand why I am sending this letter through 
Charley, why it hears no signature and why I make the further request 
that it be kept out of your office files.

Germania Bund* This organization has attempted to arrange debates 
with other Germans relative to miters of political interest, parti- 
cularly socialism, corsnmisn, and Nazism, with the object of focusing 
attention on the movement and enlisting as many Goman sympathizers 
as possible* 

The informant says that although he cannot definitely 
substantiate his allegations he believes that there is no question 
but that money from Germny is being spent locally for the dissemina- 
tion of propoganda* The informant, although an ordinary workman, 
appears to be a l I particularly 

from the German angle, and being a native German himself he stated 
^ that the activities of tho Kazis here and in Ger man v_a,p noa r to b e 
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exactly similar to those of the German Army Officers previous to the 
world War# 

He stated that the most militant group is composed of 
former Army Officers who are desirous of retaining their former posi- 
tions. 


Another German by the name of Stockman, whose wife 
the informant states ie a music teacher, was an aviator in the German 
Army during the '.War* At meetings of German people locally he has 
boasted of the number of Americans he has killed and the number he has 
forced to say "Kamerad". 

Another leader in the local Nazi movement is one Coeppel. 


The informant , within the next few weeks, intends to 
attend several meetings and 1 have asked him to ascertain definitely, 
if possible, the number of local Nazi sympathizers, the structure of 
their organization, its financial status, its connection, if any, with 
the local German Consul, and such other information as It may be possi- 
ble to obtain. 


He is of the opinion that there is no Nazi activity in 
Vest Virginia nor to the best of Ills knowledge has there been any de- 
veloped in the northwestern part of Pennsylvania, being of the opinion 
that Pittsburgh may be the center of activity in this district with 
respect to the Nazis.

Reference is made to Division communicati^h dated April 237 
1934, concerning the establishment of confidential underworld,„co_ntacts^ 
Undoubtedly, ex-convicts and other people who frequent the underworld 
are sometimes in possession of valuable information concerning persons 
who are being sought and sometimes are in a position to know when certain 
crimes are to be committed by individuals with whom they are closely asso- 
ciated. 


I believe that it is usually found that when a gangster informs 
on another person of similar character, that it occurs principally through 
ill feeling. Hence, it is my suggestion that when it is deemed advisable 
to attempt to contact an underworld character for information concerning 
a person sought, it would be well to make such inquiries as are necessary 
to deteimine who are the subjects friends and who are his enemies. This 
can usually be established through an under-cover inquiry among the cri- 
minal element. 


L I have instructed the Agents of this office to try to develop 
certainfltaxi cab driv ers as informants. Many of these individuals are 
usually familiaiTwith the majority of underworld establishments and with 
a little consideration they could furnish valuable information, when they 
are fully assured that their activities in this respect will not become 
known. Also it should be borne in mind that certain members of the^Polic£ 
Department usually have established themselves well with certain under- 
world" characters for the purpose of securing information, and through con- 
tacts by the Agents with these police officers, I have found that they 
will usually make known in some way the identity of some of their inform- 
ants and will discuss certain cases in which these informants have shown 
satisfactory results. I believe that Agents should carefully v/atch things 
of this sort and when the name of a police informant has been picked up, 
that an effort be made to develop him for this Division. 

* 

It is, of course, realized that to a certain degree, jealousy 
exists among members of a police department to the extent that one member 
will not furnish another the name of a good informant. However, I have 
•found it Is not very difficult for an Agent of this Division to develop 
the friendship of an officer and in that way secure much valuable infor- 
mation., It must be remembered that a police officer, particularly in the 
Detective Bureau, vfoo has been on the force for a period of fifteen or , 
COPIES DESTROYED' 
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eighteen years, continuously, in one city, where he has become ac- 
quainted with a great many characters, has had a fine opportunity, 
over a period of years, to establish informants. In a great many in- 
stances, I believe the informants probably do the majority of the work 
for these police officers, who are inclined to exert themselves as 
little as possible when working on a case, depending almost entirely 
on the information which they secure from their underworld contacts. 

Corroborating the above, I might state that recently in 
Detroit, while making an attempt to secure the services of an inform- 
ant in the Dillinger affair, I talked to an old lieutenant attached to 
the Hold-up Squad* He immediately gave me the name of a woman in De- 
troit who, in 1927, furnished him very reliable information where he 
could find two bank bobbers who were badly wanted at Grand Rapids * 

Michigan. Through the information furnished by this woman, the men 
inrquestion were apprehended. He stated that he recalled that this 
woman had talked to him about one Johi^Iamilton, who was also alleged 
to have been involved in the crime at Grand Rapids, and immediately 
furnished me the name of this woman and her address. I called upon her 
and she at once identified the photograph of John Hamilton in the Dil- 
linger case as being the individual with whom she had been acquainted 
in Detroit several years ago, but that she had not heard from him during 
recent years and unless he came to Detroit, she would probably not be 
able to give any information of value regarding his present location. 

This matter, of course, did not materialize, but it goes to show that 
the old police officers can furnish the names of good informants if they 
so desire, I personally believe that this is one of the finest ways to 
develop underworld contacts. 

Also, these police officers in many instances are very friendly 
with operators of underworld joints and they could introduce an Agent of 
our Division to such persons and in that way an Agent could strengthen 
his contact. With respect to the above, I believe it would be well for 
Agents, while casually talking to inspectors in charge of police precincts 
and other superior officers to learn from such persons the names of the 
officers who have established very good records and who seem to be well 
contacted with the crime element. Such inquiries would not be a diffi- 
cult task and I believe it would be well worth while. 

Agents when questioning a criminal under arrest who appears 
to be well established with the underworld should take advantage of all 
of the information which he can possibly obtain from such a criminal, 
even though it has no direct bearing on the instant case* In other words, 
we will take the oas e of l " ^ l 

| It is noted from the report that he gave considerable informa- 
tion about other bank robbers, kidnappers and criminals with whom he had 
been associated. Much of the information which he furnished, although it 
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had no direct connection 


will 


undoubtedly prove valuable in the future, particularly with respect to 
bank robberies* 


However, in securing such information from a person under ar- 
rest and who is inclined to talk, the Agent interrogating the man should 
be able to talk intelligently to him about underworld characters* There- 
fore, I believe that all Agents in this Division should acquaint them- 
selves as much as possible with the identity and activities of noted 
criminals who are at large* 

I have informed the Agents of this office that their initia- 
tive and efficiency to a great degree depends upon their ability to 
establish good contacts and it is my suggestion that this point be 
stressed to all of the appointees going through the training sohool 
at Washington, if «it is not already done* It is my contention that a 
good Agent will be on the alert at all times to strike up an acquain- 
tance with a person whom he feels is in position to furnish valuable 
information*
